! per is a clear and c u r i o u s example of 


mechanical contrivance. It is a perfo- 
rated tooth, loose at the root, in its qui- 
et state lying down flat on the jaw, but 
furnished w i t h a muscle, w h i c h , with a 
jerk, and by the pluck as it were of a 
string, 
s u d d e n l y erects 
it. 
Under 


the tooth,close to its root, and commu- 
nicating w i t h the perforation, lies a 
small bug containing the venom.— 
When the fang is raised, the. closing of 
the jaw presses its root against the bag 
u n d e r n e a t h ; and the force of this com- 
pression sends out the fluid, and w i t h a 
considerable impetus, through the tube 
in the 
middle of the tooth.

more unequivocal or effectual appara- 
t u s - c o u l d be de\iied, for the double 
purpose of at once inflicting the wound 
and injecting the poison.

PECULATION. 


In a report of the commissioners of 


Inquiry, recently printed in London by 
order of the House of Commons, an 
account is given of a remarkable fraud, 
practised for a number of years with 
success upon the Post Office 
Depart- 


ment, by an assoriution of clerks in the 
Post Office of Edinburgh. 
It appears, 


from an abstract of the report given in 
a late English journal, that forty-one 
clerks and letter carriers conspired to- 
gether to defraud the government, and 
that they carried on a systematic spec- 
ulation for the period of twelve years 
undiscovered, to the average daily a- 
mount of twenty pounds sterling. 
The 


lowest estimate of the loss incurred by 
government, in consequence of the 
thefts of this confederacy, fixes it at a- 
bout seventy thousand pounds, or a 
fraction less than sixteen pounds a day.

which was found h the ham! of an E 
gyplian mummy, and in which situa- 
tion it had \ery probably been for more 
than two thousand years, germinated 
on exposure to the atmosphere, though, 
when discovered, it was apparently in' 
a state^of perfect dryness. 
The root, 


it is said, was subsequently put into the 
ground, where it grew v.-'ith readiness 
and vigor. 


It has been observed also, that none o 
the harmless serpents, the black snake 
the blind worm, &c. have these fangs 
but teeth of an equal size; not niovea- 
ble as this is, but fixed in the jaw. 


Potato Cheese. 
In Thuringia, and 


part of Saxony, a kind of potato cheese 
is made which is very m u c h sought af- 
ter. 
The following is the recipe : se- 


lect good w h i t e potatoes, boil them, 
and when cold, peel and reduce them 
to a pulp with a rasp or mortar; to five 
pounds of this pulp, which must be ve- 
ry uniform and homogeneous, add a 
)int of sour milk and the requisite por- 
tion of salt; knead the whole well, co- 
vee it, and let it re-main three or four- 
days, according to the season ; then 
knead it afresh, and place the cheese 
in small baskets, when they will part 
with their superfluous moisture; dry 
them in the shade, and place them in 
layers in large pots or kegs, where they 
remain a fortnight. The older they 
arc, the finer they become. This cheese 
has the advantage of never engendering 
worms, and of being preserved-fresh 
for many years, provided it is kept in a 
dry place, and in well closed vessels.

possibility of fulfilling, is either void of 
all principle, or soon will be t h u s re- 
cognized.' U n d e r no emergency should 
a man say "I will," if there shall be a 
duubt as to ihe f u l h ' l m e n t of that will. 
Every man is liable to make errors <A 
calculation, and to be subjected to dis- 
appointment; and when, the re fore, a 
promise, is broken, under circumstan- 
ces of disappointment, over which the 
promiser held no control, he should 
not be held culpable. 
In the every clay 


arfdirs of life, n o t h i n g perhaps is more 
injurious than false promises. 
Every 


man depends upon the promise of his 
neighbor; and in nine cases out o f t e n 
these pledges of honor are not redeem- 
ed 
Thus one. promise may produce 


twenty, and the falsity of the first may 
coniri'bute to the fallacy of the others. 
By this course the system becomes u- 
ni'versally practiced, until at last a 
man's word is considered of no more a- 
vail in the performance of an act either 
of duty or obligation, than so much 


•wind'.' 
Promises are delicate things ^when 


brought in connexion w i t h a man's rep- 
utation. 3 till there are situations in life 
where to promise, even when not in- 
tending to perform, is unavoidable.— 
Every 'man who has been subjected to 
the reverses of fortune and the adversi- 
ties of life, can at once point out situa- 
tions in his career, where a false j>rom- 
ise was absolutely necessary. 
No man 


should judge too" harshly of his fellow, 
especially if the sunshine of prosperity 
had never departed from the former. 
Nothing teaches us philosophy and 
charity so m u c h as trouble—nothing 
•will sooner call forth our sympathies 
for a fellow creature, than the recollec- 
tion of some desperate emergency, in 
which by the force of circumstances we 
have been placed. 
Lavater observes/ 


"to enjoy blunders may proceed from a 
comic'turn, but to enjoy blunders be- 
cause they make the blunderer con- 
temptible, is a fiendlike joy, uhatf osiers 
crimes, as causes of perdition lo others, 
as emolument to you." 
The same the- 


ory with misfortune. 
It is indeed a 


fiendlike propensity fora man 10 enjoy 
the adversities of another, merely that 
he is benefited in a pecuniary point of 
view thereby. 
Yet this is a character- 


istic of human nature and of the gener- 
al world. 
Seldom is it that we do not 


find men of business exulting at the 
downfall of a neighbor, more especial- 
ly if that neighbor is a rival. 
It is a 


pithy saying of Franklin, that the man 
•who is good at making an excuse is 
seldom good for any thing else. This 
•will, with a slight -alteration, apply to 
the man"of promises. _ 


He who is fertile in these expedients 


will seldom be found amongtbe prompt- 
est to execute. 
The foible of promis- 


ing has; now become so generally c!:s- 
tinguished, thai when an individual be- 
comes known for this vice, he is gen- 
erally considered a knave- 
In short, 


he is r.ol recognised as a man of his 
%vord, a man of honor, or one who will 
bend every nerve in an effort to keep 
within the pale of his engagements.— 
Consequently he is looked upon with a 
cautiouseyc,asone unworthy to be misl- 
ed, and the whole tenor of his history 
tikes its color accordingly. Nn crime 
is more'culpable than a breach ol pro- 
mise wherc'lhe heart and its happiness 
are concerned. 
No punishment, how- 


ever severe, can be more ihati adequate 
to its heinousness, no penalty too exor- 
bitant. 
'-Who writes as he speaks, 


speaks as he writes, and looks as he 
speaks and writes,-is honest." 
Who 


deceives in all these things is mil.— 
"Who, instantly, without evasion, gives 
a dispassionate refusal of what he can 
or what he cannot give, ^'3 import to 
his most rapid ayes, the firmness of an 
oath.3* 
But who" wi'l, upon all occa- 


sions, give fair words of promise, then 
prevaricate and evade their import, is 
not worthy of trust, is not worthy of 
confidence' 
We admit that there are 


circumstances in which a man may 
be placed, where to promise is una- 
voidable even without the hope uf per- 
forming. 
Bui where a mam's whole 


life is one continued sysu-vn of drc<*n 
and villainy, kept wp by fljitrring Pro" 
xnases and dazziing expectations be- 
sure that wan isbjse and treacherous, 
be sure that his friendship is valueless.
